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German Historian 
Denounces Ludendorrf 


Before the war Prof. Hans Del- 
brueck, of the University of Berlin, 
was one of the most noted of German 
publicists and military experts. 
During the war he was a staunch up- 
holder of the German cause. Three 
years after the war he does not cease 
to be an upholder of the justice of the 
war from a German point of view, but 
he has also turned into a savage critic 
of Germany’s military leaders, Luden- 
dorff and Hindenburg. He says flatly 
that Tirpitz and Ludendorff are res- 
ponsible for the wreck of Germany to- 
day, the first because his insensate na- 
val ambitions and his refusal to agree 
to any limitation of his plans aroused 
the suspicion and later the hatred of 
Great Britain, and the latter because 
his military strategy and his insist- 
ence that he be also the political head 
of the nation threw away, first, what- 
ever chance Germany had for a victory 
in the field, and afterward ruined her 
chances of making a peace that might 
have seemed honorable, and would 
have given her the position of having 
fought an honorable draw. 


The Loquacious Ludendorff. 


Prof. Delbrueck may have been 
goaded to angry speech by the fact 
that since the war Ludendorff has 
written three books of two volumes 
each, the purpose of every volume, 
every page, being to prove that he 
is a military genuis and has no res- 
ponsibility for the downfall of the Ger- 
man armies, that the blame rests en- 
tirely upon the German civil adminis- 
trators, and that it would be a jolly 
good thing for all concerned if the ex- 
Kaiser should be restored to his 
throne. Ludendorff seems to have 
protested too much. He is obviously 
conscious of the fact that there re- 
mains a great deal to be explained, 
and that the onus of explanation 
rests upon him. Hindenburg remains 
silent, with only occasional rumblings, 
but Hindenburg is in a different posi- 
tion from Ludendorff. Hindenburg 
was a military idol. Ludendorff never 
was. While the news leaked out that 
Hindenburg was merely the glorious 
figurehead and that Ludenburg was 
really the brains of the German army, 
there still remained something glori- 
ous about Hindenburg, even if it were 
only his tremendous looks. There was 
nothing glorious about Ludendorff, 


Explaining Tannenburg. 


Prof Nelbreuck, in a recent book, 
entitled “Ludendorff Painted by Him- 
self,” goes carefully over his actions 
in the Great War, and finds that his 
most brilliant operation was the re- 
treat from South Poland in 1914, and 
the subsequent shifting of the German 
army northward to the Russian right 
flank. The completeness of the Ger- 
man victory at Tannenberg he attri- 
butes to a move by Gen. Otto von Bu- 
low, comparable to the Nelson tactics 
at Copenhagen, Von Bulow acted on 
his own initiative and against orders 
from Hindenburg’s headquarters. Sur- 
veying the rest of Ludendorff’s career, 
the herr professor is unable to find 
much to admire. 


Foch Was Amused. 


He says that the original plans for 
the invasion of Belgium and France 
were modified in the Operations Sec- 
tion of the great General Staff at a 
time when Ludendorff was in charge 
of it. Instead of pushing the German 
right north toward the North Sea and 
the English channel, the German left 
wing was extended down to the Swiss 
border, a movement that the professor 
regards as a serious blunder. He says 
that Foch laughed at Ludendorff’s 
strategy, calling it “buffalo strategy,” 
though it is to be admitted that Foch 
has been too polite to make the asser- 


tion. The generalissimo, says Del- 
brueck, drew the logical conclusion 
that Germany's tactical successes 


“must lead eventually to ruin, since 
they were only half successes.” For 
particular operations, Ludendorff had 
the necessary talent, but not for the 
“great strategical combinations and 
conceptions which the unprecedented 
scope of the World War demanded, es- 
pecially not in situations in which he 
came in contact with politics, for which 
he had no competency whatever.” 


His Nerves Shattered. 


He accuses Ludendorff with having 
frustrated all attempts made in 1917 
and 1918 to secure a negotiated peace. 
With the aid of the Pope, diplomats 
were weaving the thread of a negoti- 
ated peace. Ludendorff either did not 
understand that a German victory had 
become impossible or else his pride 
forbade any yielding. He over-ruled 
Bethmann-Hollweg in regard to the U. 
boat war, and is said to have told the 
Kaiser that ‘either the Chancellor 
would resign or he and Hindenburg 
would quit, He was, therefore, the 
first mutineer, as the historian says in 
reference to Ludendorff’s charge that 
it was a mutiny among the civilians 
at home that caused the collapse of the 
German armies. Delbrueck does not 
spare Hindenburg, who, toward the 
end was not even told of the disposi- 
tion of the various army corps. Lu- 
dendorff, after the summer of 1918, 
might profitably have been removed to 
a sanatarium. His nerves were bro- 
ken, and he ordered one day what he 
would countermand the next.

Third Crop Report. 


Issued by Publicity Commissioner, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Edmon- 
ton, Friday, June 2nd, 1922. 


Although warm weather during the 
latter half of May has brought rapid 
growth to crops in general in Alberta, 
and the grain is showing a healthy 
condition in most sections, a note of 
anxiety has crept into reports from 
some localities with respect to mois- 
ture conditions, Need of rain is em- 
phasibed in several of the erports re- 
ceived by the agricultural department 
from its agents. In the extreme sou- 
thern areas rainfall has been fairly 
satisfatory, particularly in the south- 
western section of the province, while 
further north, in some of the more 
central areas, need of moisture has 
been apparent, In the northern areas 
also there are dry spots, but condi- 
tions generally are good. There has 
been soil drifting to some extent in 
several southern localities, and the 
cutworms and grasshoppers are offer- 
ing trouble in many sections. There 
will be no extensive suffering from 
lack of moisture, however, for another 
week or two. Seeding of grain is 
practically completed. 

Southern areas.—Encouraging re- 
ports come from these areas with res- 
pect to moisture conditions, although 
in one or two localities there is need 
of rain, and there has been some soil 
drifting. Seeding of all grains is 
practically completed. Fall rye is 
showing growth of from eight to ten 
inches, and is headed out at Gleichen. 
Cutworms are causing damage in some 
districts, and grasshoppers are hatch- 
ing out rapidly and in great numbers. 
Precipitation at Lethbridge for May 
was .89, at Gleichen. 28. There has 
been generally splendid growth of 
grass on the prairies. 

Central areas.—In the more sou- 
thern portion of the more central 
areas, soil drifting has caused damage 
on the summerfallow, and on the light- 
er lands, in one or two places as high 
as 30 per cent. Moisture conditions 
are not entirely satisfactory but the 
grain is not suffering extensively as 
yet. Rainfall over the central areas 
averaged about two-thirds of an inch 
during May. Cutworms and _ wire 
worms are causing trouble in some lo- 
calities and grasshoppers are hatch- 
ing. Hay crops are showing rather 
poor growth, some timothy has been 
winter killed in some sections, but in 
more northern localities pasture condi- 
tions are good and livestock is picking 
up well, 

Northern areas.—Grain is showing 
a fine, even growth, and there is no» 
suffering as yet for lack of moisture. 
There have been no killing frosts. 
The potato crop is practically all in the 
ground, with reduced acreage in some 
localities. Pasture lands are showing 
much improvement. 

Grasshoppers.—The campaign to 
combat the grasshopper pest is now 
well under way. Poison mixing sta- 
tions are coming into operation. The 
farmers are actively co-operating in 
this work, and many districts are or- 
ganizing community campaigns. The 
grasshoppers are now hatching out in 
large numbers over all the southern 
portion of the province.

Arrangements have been made for 
the soil survey which is to be conduct- 
ed by Dr. Wyatt under the auspices of 
the Department of Agriculture. Dr. 
Wyatt will have two parties in the 
field during the summer, and hopes to 
make his report this fall. He will 
cover a strip or territory 30 miles 
wide from Nanton east to Medicine 
Hat. He will also do some work in 
the Cavendish district. 


Following the successful vote on the 
municipal hospital district scheme in 
the Grande Prairie district, plans are 
being made for a 20 bed hospital. The 
debenture issue of the district will be 
$30,000. The district includes 72 
townships. 


Relief Work. 


Though many reqquests are still be- 
ing received by the agricultural de- 
partment from southern areas for con- | 
tinuance of relief in the way of food | 
and other things the department is un- | 
able to carry on this work after June | 
Ist, since the legislature ut the last 
session gave power to issue relief only 
until that date. While the government 
is sympathetic in this matter, it has 
no power to go further. Requests re- 
cently have come in asking that the 
government aid farmers in securing 
new plough shares, and such like, but 
the government has no power to issue 
relief in this regard. 


Immigration. 


Figures from Ottawa show that 16,- 
774 immigrants entered Canada since 
the first of the year, and that 8019 of 
these were from the U.S., 4528 from 
British countries and 4227 from other 
countries,

Hail Board Statement. 


The municipal board at Calgary has 
issued an official statement offsetting 


recent press reports concerning its fi- | 


nancial standing. The statement is as 
follows: 

The newspaper reports of the last 
annual meeting of the Hail Insurance 
District, held in Calgary in March last, 
gave a very incorrect impression of 
the financial condition of the Hail In- 
surance District. One report was to 
the effect that the Board would have 
to reduce its liabilities before it could 
resume business. Another stated 
that the deficit on last year’s opera- 
tions was $1,000,000.00. Both these 
statements are entirely incorrect and 
very misleading. 

The ability to “resume business” 
was never thought of, much less dis- 
cussed, for the very excellent reason 
that business has not been suspended, 


'nor is there any necessity or intention 


of suspending it. The damage by hail 
in 1921 was almost double the average 
of the last nine years and 50 per cent 
greater than the previous high record 
made in 1916. In spite of the record 
breaking amount of losses the Munici- 
pal Hail Insurance plan functioned 


| without a hitch and is here to stay. 


The actual deficit for last year was 
$274,742.96. This deficit was paid for 
out of the surplus of the two previous 
years and will have no effect on the 
rate to be set this year. This year's 


rate will depend on the amount of loss- 


es for this year, and on that alone.

Mrs. A. H. Rogers, secretary, will 
submit her report. At this session 
discussion on the present status of the 
women’s institutes will be inaugurated 
by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, minister of ag- 
riculture, who will give an address on 
the subject, which is to be followed by 
discussion. The report of the educa- 
tion and better schools committee will 
be given at this session by Mrs. F. W.

New Plans for Weed Control. 


Plans which will put weed contro! in 
|thet province on a new basis, have 
been announced by the Provincial de- 
partment of agriculture. These plans 
have been under consideration for 
some and the details have been made 
public by H. A .Craig, deputy minis- 
ter of agriculture. 
cently appointed crops commissioner 
for the province, will have charge of 
the new work. 

The newly formed plans involved 
not only appointment of weed inspec- 
tors but also contemplate courses of 
instruction for these inspectors, and * 
weed survey of the province which will 
provide a fund of practical knowledge 
concerning the weeds peculiar to each 
district, and methods for the irradi- 
cation, which will prove of immense 
value to the department in carrying 
out their duties. 

The first step in the new system has 
been taken the past week in the ap- 
peintment of twenty weed inspectors. 
As far as possible, these inspectors 
will be placed in chargé of districts 
in which they are absolute strangers, 
such a condition tending to a better 
enforcement of the regulations, it is 
contended, 

The inspectors will cover all the un 
organized territory in Southern Alber- 
ta, and will have charge of from 18 to 
27 townships each. These inspectors 
are now taking their places in the fiel! 
and are preparing for a preliminary 
survey of their territories. Contrary 
to former systems, these inspectors 


will be required to put in all their 
time at the new work. 
One of their chief duties will be 


the weed survey of the territories as- 
signed to them. This survey will fur- 
nish information as to what weeds 
there are in each dis rict and what 
weeds each farmer has to contend 
with. The inspectors wil also study 
systems of eradication especially suit- 
able to the various districts. Each 
inspector, in co-operation with certain 
farmers, will conduct experiments on 
| eradication, so that eventually the ue 
partment will have information as to 
the best methods as applied to each 
district. 

The new system contemplates s* ict 
enforcement of the weeds act, and the 
officials in charge will insist on the fur 
mers keeping their summer-fallow 
clean, as well as their road allowances 
and fence lines. They will be urged to 
“lean cultivation, 

The department is making a strong 
bid also for the complete co-operation 
of the organizzed municipalities, who 
have their own weed inspectors, and 
also of the railroad companies. Let- 
ters have been written to all cities, 
towns and villages, and to the railway 
companies, who have promised full 
co-operation the important work. 

Plans have also been made for « con- 
vention of the weed inspectors in the 
territories south of a line from Cal- 
gary to’ Empress. This convention 
will be held at Claresholm Agricultur- 
al School, June 12 and 13, and will be 
attended by the southern inspectors 
and _ officials of the department includ- 
ing Hon. G. Hoadley, minister of agri- 
culture, H. A. Craig, deputy minister, 
W J. Stephen, Crops commissioner, 
Dr. Talbot, provincial veterinarian, 
who will speak on poisonous weeds, 
and J, C. Hooper, principal Claresholm 
Agricultural School, who will speak on 
Noxious Weeds. To this convention 


will be invited the municipal weed ins- 
pectors.

Domestic Animals By-Law. 


Representatives of nine rural muni- 
cipalities, conferring in the town of 
Vermilion last Saturday to reach an 
agreement on a uniform by-law cov- 
ering the prohibition of animals run- 
ning at large and grazing, were unani 
mous in recommending that the ban 
be placed on sheep grazing for the en- 
tire year. It was recommended that 
any uniform by-law adopted include a 
clause to this effect. This action is an 
endorsation of the stand taken by the 
provincial department of agriculture 
in enforcing the prohibition of sheep 
grazing in certain areas. 

Recommendations were made at the 
conference covering grazing and run- 
ning at large of other animals, and at 
the request of the representatives of 
the municipalities, the department of 
municipal affairs at Edmonton is now 
drafting a uniform by-law to be sub- 
mitted to the councils of the various 
municipalities concerned for their ap- 
proval. 

Recommendations made at tle con- 
ference briefly were as follows: 

Prohibition of sheep, goats and 
geese the year round, over the whole 
municipality. 

Prohibition of horses from Decem- 
ber Ist to December 15th, inclusive, 
over the whole municipality. 

Prohibition of cattle from December 
Ist to March Ist in the following year, 
over whole municipality. 

Prohibition of bulls, stallions and 
jacks the year round over the whole 
municipality 

That seventy-five head including all 
animals, be the limit of the number 
any resident farmer should be permit- 


'ted to have at large at any time with- 


in the municipality during the open 
period this to be the ratio per quarter 
section, the act at present putting the 
limit at 100 head.

TREE PLANTING 


IN DOMINION 
FORESTS 


5. 


Planting trees and sowing tree seed 
in Dominion forest reserves is done 
for two purposes; first, to restock the 
area with some desirable species, 
which has become extinct or nearly 
extinct through repeated fires in years 
gone by; and second, to furnish data 
as to the best methods of planting and 
seeding, the rate of growth, etc. These 
experimental plantings were greatly 
increased during the year. Approxi- 
mately 58,000 Scotch pine. jack pine, 
and white spruce seedlings and trans- 
plants were set out in 27 plots aggre- 
gating about twenty acres. A large 
part of the planting stock was furnish- 
ed from the Forest Nursery Station at 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan, and the 
remainder came from small nurseries 
establishe d on various reserves. In 
addition to the above, nineteen experi- 
mental plots covering approximately 
twenty-five acres were sown with 70 
pounds of tree seed, about evenly di- 
vided between white spruce and jack- 
pine,—Annual Report, Director of 
Forestry, Ottawa.

Famous Quotations se 
Wrongly Attributed 


While there seems to be little 
doubt that it was Crashaw, and not 
the more famous Dryden, who origin- 
ally wrote the line concerning the mir- 
acle at Cana, “The conscious water 
saw its God and blushed,” it is a fact 
that of some famous lines it is difficult 
to name the author. Scott, we know, 
had a fashion of writing verses and 
ascribing them to “Old Song,” which, 
perhaps, seemed to confer upon them 
an authority that he felt they might 
not otherwise achieve. Kipling fre- 
quently resorted to the trick, and 
there are scores of his epigrams and 
verses which he attributed to some 
non-existent author. Recently in the 
j New York Times, Prof. Brander Mat- 
thews quoted Jules Lemaitre, the bril- 
liant French critic, as saying, “Criti- 
cism of our contemporaries is not criti- 
cism; it is conversation.” By a re- 
markable coincidence, the same quo- 
tation was used in the same issue by 
another distinguished writer, Richard 
Le Galliene, but he attributed it to 
Prof. Saintsbury. Now Prof. Mat- 
thews arises to explain that he is sure 
he was right, though he admits he is 
unable to lay his hands on the article 
from which he quoted. 


Biblical Quotations. 


He argues that Saintsbury could 
never have said the thing, for his 
| writings show that obvionslv he did 
|not believe anything of the kind, and 
he proceeds to make seme further 
interesting remarks upon the subject 
of unfamiliar quotations. An apt 
quotation is a valuable thing to a 
writer, and perhaps no quotations can 
be used with greater force than an oc- 
casional verse from the Bible. The 
only objections to Biblical quotations 
is that they are likely to be hackneyed 
So long has the Bible been read and 
| studied that it can hardly be hoped at 
|this late date to yield new literary 
treasures. Sir James Barrie once re- 
marked that whenever he desired to 
use a quotation he invariably looked 
it up in Bartlett, and if he found it 
there he didn’t use it. 


Hard to Find. 


Prof. Matthews mentions a quota- 
tion which he used frequently, ascrib- 
ing the words to Lowell, although they 
do not appear in any of his published 
works or letters. Lowell said, “The 
pr ssure of public opinion is like the 
pressure of the atmosphere—you can’t 
see jt, but all the same it is sixteen 
pounds to the square inch.” This is 
typically a Lowell epigram, and Prof. 
Matthews happens in this case to 
know exactly when the remark was 
made. It was made to Julian Haw- 
thorne when he visited Lowell in con- 
nection with the latter’s biography of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, but has yet to 
appear in print except as a quotation. 
On the other hand, another of the 
things_that Lowell wrote and which he 
admired, namely, his explanation that 
the old saying about truth lying at the 
bottom of the well was due to the fact 
that everyone who looks over the 
water sees his own face there, he used 
in two different articles. 


Precious Jewels 


| It is said, also, that McCaulay used 
| his striking expression about the New 
Zealander standing on a broken arch 
of London bridge two or three times 
in his anonymous contributions to the 
| Edinburgh Review. One can well un- 
derstand that the author of such a sen- 
tence might have the sensations of the 
mother of Moses, who took some pre- 
cautions lest her precious son should 
be wholly lost. Some of Mark Twain’s 
best things are not to be found in his 
published works, but in the reports of 
others who heard them from his lips. 
His was so rich a mine that he could 
be prodigal with humor. It was from 
Kipling, for instance, that we learn of 
Mark’s saying, “Get your facts first; 
then you can distort them as much as 
you please.” 


Rescued From Obscurity, 


There was a saying long attributed 
to Emerson, to the effect that if a 
man could do no more than make a 
better mouse trap than his neighbors, 
the world would make a beaten path 
to his door. It was the very essence 
of Emerson, but he did not say it. In 
jan address delivered in 1911 by Lord 
| Roseberry as Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of St. Andrew's, he quoted 
what he called “a famous line,” run- 
ning, “Problematically pious, but in- 
dubitably drunk.” It is a fine line, 
but by no stretch of the imagination 


can it be called a famous one. In fact, 
the greatest research was necessary 
before its author could be tracked 
down He proved to be Jeffrey 


Prowse, a writer for a weekly comic 
paper, to which W. S. Culbert contrib- 
uted. The line never was published 
by Prowse, and never would have seen 
the light but for the fact that Tom 
Hood, the younger, the editor of the 
magazine and a friend of Prowse’s, in 
going over some notes for the purpose 
of preparing a memoir, found the 
rough copy of what was intended to be 
a humorous verse, ending with this 
couplet: 
“His courtiers found him out at last, 
beneath the table sunk, 
Problematically pious, but indubita 
bly drunk.”

FAMOUS LANDMARKS OFFERED 
FOR SALE, 


In the Times of London advertise- 
ments recently appeared of the’ offer 
for_sale of two unusual properties, the 
Assembly Rooms at Bath and the Pan- 
tiles at Tunbridge Wells. The old 
Pantiles pavement,’ with its rows of 
ancient shops, and the Assembly, with 
its great dancing hall and its card 
the recreation rooms, are closely as- 
sociated with the history of England’s 
two oldest and most famous pleasure 
resorts, They have furnished the his- 
torian and novelist with a wealth of 
literary material, for British kings, 
queens and princes, statesmen,adven- 
turers, belles and beaus trod the Pan- 
tiles and drank the waters of Tun- 
bridge Wells, and society at Bath has 
danced and flirtéd in the Assembly and 
its predecessor for centuries. Lord 
Macaulay went as a boy to Tunbridge 
Wells and years afterward wrote his 
impression of the visit. Thackeray 
wrote much of both the Wells and 
Bath, and he left us some of the most 
graphic and humorous descriptions of 
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Loved by Thackeray. 
He delighted especially in Tunbridge 
Wells, where a “hundred years since 


so much good company came to take 
its pleasure.” He sent there two of 
his characters in “The Virginians,” 
Colonel Wolfe and Harry Warrington. 
They met that delightful old adven- 
turer Monsieur Poellnitz, who saluted 
Pope with “his great hat of lace and 
feathers”; they saw the novelist Sam- 
uel Richardson, author of “Clarissa”; 
Dr. Johnson, “a big, awkward, snuff 
colored man,” and Lord Chesterfield, 
“in a pearl colored suit with his blue 
ribbon and star.” Henrietta Maria, 
wife of Charles L, retired to Tun- 
bridge Wells after the birth of her son 
Charles II, and Catherine of Braganza 
spent much time there, and Princess 
Anne made it her residence until she 
came to the throne. Queen Charlotte, 
no doubt “with her red cloak and pat- 
tens,” frequently attended the assem- 
blies at Bath. Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
the painter, and David Garrick, the 
actor, went often for rest and baths to 
this resort. Jane Austen had a cot- 
tage there, and Fanny Burney was 


| buried in the city cemetery. 


Pickwick at Bath. 
Bath’s old industry is mentioned in 
Chaueer’s--“Wife of Bath's” Tale.” 
Fielding found the original of Squire 


Allworthy in Ralph Allen, whose

ENGLISH STATESMEN WHO LOV.- 
ED THE TURF. 


It is significant to note that in a re- 
cent issue of the London Spectator the 
leading book review is written by the 
editor, J. St. Loe Strachy, and that the 
book reviewed is entitled “Chapters 
From Turf History” by ‘Newmarket.’ 
As all the world knows the Spectator 
is perhaps the most respected political 
and literary weekly in the world, but 
it may not be so well known that Mr. 
Strachey is quite as famed as an out- 
standing layman of the Church of 
England as he is known as the editor 
of the Spectator. He is essentially a 
religious and serious-minded man, and 
at a time when horse racing and the 
wagering that accompanies it are be- 
ing so violently assailed in Canada on 
grounds of morality it is worth while 
noting that Mr. Strachey confesses to 
finding keen pleasure in reading a 
book which is wholly concerned wit 
horse racing and betting. He evi- 
dently is one of that great body of 
Old Countrymen who delight in the 
spectacle of a horse race and who feel 
it to be no mortal sin to make a bet 
which one can afford to lose. 


Statesmen as Racing Men. 


One of “Newmarket’s 
esting chapters is that devoted to 
“Prime Ministers and Their Race- 
horses,” another significant  indica- 
tion of the kind of Englishman who 
finds his keenest delight in the breed- 


most inter-

ing and racing of horses. Lord 
Rockingham was the first of the 
Prime Ministers who won distinction 
on the turf, his best horse being Bay 
Malton. This horse had the honor of 
beating the famous Gimcrack, the lit- 
tle grey who won 25 races and is the 
patron saint of the Gimerack Club. 
Mr. Strachey evidently has his own 
independent ideas about race horses 
for he says that the smaller a horse is 
the better and that if you ever hear of 
great feats of speed or endurance in a 
horse you are almost certain to find 
that he or she is not more than fifteen 
hands. Gimerack was a shade more 
than fourteen hands. If this is a safe 
rule to go upon many modern instan- 
ces might be cited in contradiction of 
it. Man-O'-War, for example, is 16 
hands, if not more, 


Palmerston a Devotee. 


The Duke of Grafton was a racing 
man, and Palmerston, though he did 
not have much success on the turf, 
was devoted to it, and would leave 
a debate at any moment to talk to his 
trainer in the lobby. He had high 
hopes of winning a Derby with Maid- 
stone, the year that Thormanby won, 
and his only consolation was that the 
leader of the Opposition shared in the 
same defeat with Cape Flyaway. An 
amusing account is given of Palmer 
ston moving that the House should ad- 
journ over Derby Day on the ground 
that to do so was an unwritten law 
and that His Majesty’s Government

CANADIAN HORTICULTURAL 
COUNCIL. 


The Canadian Horticultural Council 
was organized at a meeting held in 
Ottawa on May 17th. The Council will 
represent fruit growers, vegetable 
vrowers, fruit package manufacturers, 
florists and gardeners, nurserymen, 
wholesale fruit and vegetable dealers, 
jam manufacturers, canners, and hor- 
ticultural associations. The object of 
the Council is to promote the interest 
of all matters tending towards the im- 
provement of these various industries 
concerned with the horticultural 
branch of agriculture. 

The Council shall consist of fourteen 
representatives, three of which shall 
represent the fruit growers, three the 
vegetable growers, two the wholesale 
fruit and vegetable dealers, and one 
each the package manufacturers, flor 
ists and gardeners, jam manufactur- 
ers canners, nurserymen, and amateur 
| horticulturists. 

The organization expenses are being 
met by a federal grant of $5,000. For
